DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Scott et al. US 
Patent No. (5,675,752). 

Regarding claim 1, Scott et al. discloses a method of accessing a computer file and 
application for manipulating the file, creating an icon corresponding to a file including 
information (..the interactive applications and multimedia environment see col. 8, lines 6-45); 
the icon substantially depicting at least a portion of the information content from the computer 
file (templates provide functional for interactive applications; see col. 8, lines 5-67); storing the 
icon in a memory; displaying the icon; and invoking the file and an application for manipulating 
the file upon selection of the icon (..GUI for the interactive presentation editor, the icons are 
used to represent commonly used function; see col. 11, lines 5-51 and figures 18-22). 

Regarding claim 2, Scott et al. discloses wherein the step of creating an icon 
corresponding to a file including information comprises creating an icon substantially depicting a 
display of the information from the file while the file is being manipulated by an application 
(..manipulate file between screen editor; see col.20, lines 1-61 and figures 17a-b). 
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Regarding claim 3, Scott et al. discloses capturing a graphical representation of the file 
while an application is manipulating the file (see col. 21, lines 10-52). 

Regarding claim 4, Scott et al. discloses capturing a graphical representation is initiated 
by a user input command while the application manipulating the file is active (see col. 22, lines 
5-56). 

Regarding claim 5, Scott et al. discloses wherein the user input command is a keyboard 
(see figures 1-2). 

Regarding claims 6 and 7, Scott et al. discloses storing information related to an 
application for manipulating the file in a memory along with the icon and displaying the icon 
window on a screen display (see col. 23, lines 5-55). 

As claims 8-13 are analyzed as previously discussed with respect too claims 1-7 above. 

Regarding claim 14, Scott et al. discloses of storing data related to files and 
corresponding applications each item the file and applications are opened and closed during 
session, and wherein the step of invoking the file and an application for manipulating the file and 
the application based on the stored data related to files and corresponding applications (see col. 
24 lines 8-64 and figures 22a-22d). 

Regarding claim 15, Scott et al. discloses wherein the data related to files and 
corresponding applications includes a document path, a document handle, an application path, 
and an application handle (see col. 27, lines 23-53). 
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As claims 16-18 are analyzed as previously discussed with respect too claims 1-7 and 14- 
15 above. 

As claim 19 differs from claim 1 in that "providing a user interface for accessing a file 
based on a corresponding icon and a window on a display screen for displaying the plurality of 
icons" which read on Scott (see figures 3-14). 

As claims 20-26 are analyzed as previously discussed with respect too claims 1-7, 14-15 
and 19 above. 

As claim 27 differs from claims 1 and 9 in that "using icons to switch between a plurality 
of files and corresponding applications on a computer having file system and an operating 
system user interface to the files within the file system, the file separate from the operating 
system user interface to the files within the file system" which read on Scott (see col. 33, lines 
34-67). 

As claims 27-38 are analyzed as previously discussed with respect too claims 1-7, 14-15, 
19 and 27 above. 

As claim 39 differs from claims 1, 9 and 27 in that "storing file to be manipulated by an 
application as a template file along with an icon corresponding to the file and data related to the 
application used to manipulating the template file which read on Scott (see col. 32, lines 7-67). 
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As claims 40-41 are analyzed as previously discussed with respect to claims 1 and 27 

above. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 07/25/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Accordingly, the claimed invention as represented in the claims does not represent a 
patentable distinction over the art of record.
